Interesting Letter That Puts to Side 


the Stories of Hardtack and Deals 


in Solid Facts. 


Guayama, Aug. 
19.—Not having 


seen a copy of the Times, or in. fact 
my paper from home or the United 
States since we left "sweet land of 
iberty," and having a little spare 
time will write you a few lines hoping 
my friends may see this and let it 
serve as a personal letter to each. 
Before writing anything about this 
country or our trip across the briny 
tleep 1 want to mention the reception 
ay our home people at Ashland. Cer- 
tainly if Co. H ever enjoyed them- 
selves ic was when the C. & O. pulled 
in at the depot there, and the way 
lemonade and the eatables that were 
prepared for us disappeared was some- 
thing wonderul to behold. There was 
no thought in my mind of meeting 
any friends there, and yet to find se 
many, and to be greeted in the man- 
ner 
that 
we 
were lightened an 


otherwise long and weary journey. 
We were locked in the coaches. 
The 


clays were hot, 
as were also the 


nights, and the stop at Ashland con- 
vinced us that while we might not 
have been "first in war," yet we were 
first in the hearts of Portsmouth 
people. 
You perhaps know all about 


our trip on to Newport News, our 
camping on the banks of the his- 
toric James river (how we did enjoy 
the bath there), our embarking on 
the St. Paul, etc. 
Well, our sea trip 


was a fine one and we made it in five 
days, but Companies H and M were 
compelled to remain on board four 
days longer to help unload the ship. 
That, of course, we did not relish, 
but, like true soldiers, we made the 
best of it and did the work without a 
murmur. 
When the other ton com- 


panies landed at the town of Arroyo 
the Spaniards came down from the 
mountains, but they did not get very 
near, tor the Cincinnati and St. Louis 
let go several of theii guns and they 
retreated to Guayama. 
The fact o"l 


the Cincinnati being near by pleased 
us especially. No other ship could 
have taken her place. 
It caused us 


to think of home and loved ones, or 
cf the part Ohio is taking in this 
great war now being waged for hu- 
manity's sake. 
I am not only prouc 


of being an American, but also that 
I am an Ohioan. 
Some men are born 


great, some are born in Ohio, whicl 
is practically the same thing.

Some 
f the boys kept cracking at where 
he shots came from and the re^t of 
he company and Co. M were called 
iut and thrown out in a skirmish 
ine, but the Spaniards "skipped by 
he light of the moon.''

f our stores .was very slow work, as 
11 the hauling in this country is 
lone by oxen. It was a sight to see 
ome of the natives. 
They had their 


lothes tied together with pieces of 
ope, aud hungry! Why, they looked 
ike they were starved. When we 
vould cook a meal about fifty would 
tand about the kitchen, and when 
ve opened any canned goods they 
vould all chase after the empty can, 
ust as we would after a nice water- 
melon. 
I wondered what thfiy did 


vith the cans, and later ran across 
in old native woman that could speak 
airly good English, and she told me 
hat the Spaniards had broken up all 
heir dishes before they left town 
nd they used the cans to eat out of. 


Tliis old" lady said it had been six 
'cars since she had spoken 'any Eng- 
ish and she was as proud of it as we 
vere. 
She was not an American, and 


was rather old. Otherwise we 


night have called her "The 
Daugh- 


er of the Regiment." She did not 
.vant for anything to eat as long as 
we were there. 
Sunday at 
nine 


o'clock we loaded up sixteen ox-carts 
and then went to Guayama with Co. 
M as guard, and it looked like we 
were due for another night by our- 
selves, but just at dark the empty 
train came back and wo, losD no time 
n loading and we were soon on our 
ivay to Guayama, and a long and 
dreary four miles it was, but ;wc got 
there all O. lv. The clock was just 
striking twelve 
Wu slept under the 


ox-carts 'till morning, and when we 
awoke the next day, or rather were 
awakened, I was very much surprised 
to see such a pretty place. The pub- 
lic square was a pa'rlc with'nicc gravel 
walks and flowers of every kind, with 
fountain in the center, etc. 
We used 


the water to make our tcilet ('?). 
(Just think- of it, toilet!) 
At one 


end of this square was the church, a 
magncifient building, and I do not 
recall ever having seen 
anything 


Hncr. Insidn it was simply grand and 
1 am unable to describe it. There 
arc no benches or scats in the church. 
The natives come in and kneel down 
and pray. Thi floor is marble. 
Of 


course you understand all the people 
here are Catholics. 
After we un- 


ed the carts we thought we would 


join our regiment, but were mistaken, 
for we were put in a building and wo 
did ganison duty for four clays and 
the boys had another little brush 
that we missed. This would have 
been a bad one for our boys, as the 
Colonel took two companies out just 
to find the enemy, and he found them 
good and strong, and it was a retreat 
for a mile. The enemy were behind 
intrenchments and goi our boys in a 
pocket, where they got it from both 
sides. There was a good .deal o>f cover 
when they fired the first volley and 
that saved the boys. The Spaniards 
must not be very good at shooting, 
as they only wounded some of the 
boys, and at this writing all are doing 
well. 
The boys say the bullets came 


down just like hail in a sto^m, and 
after this the second and third bat- 
talion were moved out on the road at 
the foot of the mountain, and as our 
company was tiie farthest one out we 
were to do out-post duty. But before 
we left town we found" we had lost 
one of our brave boys by grim death. 
Dan Dodge was a neighbor of rnino 
last spring and I knew him well. 
To think of him dying of fever in 
tliis foreign land brought sadness to 
the hearts of all. Had lie been killed 
in battle we would have thought less 
of it, as we fully realix.ed that in a 
fight someone or more would un- 
doubtedly be killed, yei so far we 
have ail escaped. 
Tint to have our 


friend die of sickness, we all felt the 
loss keenly. 
When we took him from 


the ship he was very sick, but we 
thought it nothing serious. This was 
the second death in the regiment, Co. 
K losing one man at Ghickamaga. 
But the other day one man of Co. L 
died and a member of Co. D was 
killed by one of his own company. 
The poor fellow was walking in. his 
sledp and got on die guard 
line. 


Then it was all over with him. 
The 


first clay we were out on the road at 
the out-post we found we were not 
getting enough to eat. 
Some of the 


boys went out with their guns and in 
about two hours came back with a 
quarter of beef. We told Companies 
I and M where the rest was, and they 
divided it among themselves. 
I did 


not get on the post the iirst night, 
but as .soon as darkness came shots 
could be heard. 
I found out what it 


was on the next day and night. 
It 


was raining and cold. I shook all 
night. 
I was under a big tree all 


night leaning on my gun. 
Most all 


the boys shot at something or other 
during the night, but I have not Ii red 
a shot yet. as""! could^not as well, and 
besides I wished to be careful. 
a> I 


came near shooting, and by waiting 
a few minuets found what it 
w;us. 


Some of our boys were lying down in 
a ditch and almost fro/.cn. Our tents 
arc all black arid many rnoldy. 
It 


will not take long for them to go to 
pieces, as it rains almost all the time 
and the sun is not out lone enout'lj to

get anything dry. 
Many boys in the 


other companies arc sick, but we have 
but few, and nothing serious. 


Talk about fruit, why all you have 


to do is to take it from the trees. 
Bananas are not quite 
ripe 
yet. 


There is much fruit here that we 
never see in America. 
Am sick of 


cocoanuts. We can get most anything 
for a few hard-tack. 
This morning 


we got some milk, cigars and honey 
in exchange. 
The natives are just 


crazy for hard-tack. A ten cent piece 
in American coin is worth twenty-live 
cents in theirs, and we have ex- 
changed our money for their one and 
two cent pieces. They are pretty 
sharp and you cannot get the best of 
them. 
Of course there arc a number 


of pretty women here and also line 
dwellings in Guayama. 
Some of the 


houses have white marble fronts and 
they are 
indeed 
handsome. liut 


none of them havci any chimneys or 
window-glass. 
For windows they 


have double shutters, solid wood or 
iron on the outside, and they are 
closed all night and the inside win- 
dows closed all day, and what little 
cooking they do they use charcoal in 
a furnace. I have not seen a woman 
yet that had a hat. 
All carry large 


loads on their heads. 
The horses are 


about the size of Texas ponies and 
they are used for pack horses. 


After being on the out-posts for 


three days the second and third bat- 
talion were ordered to 
march and 


attack the right flank on the side of 
the mountain, so after a hasty break- 
fast we started out with two days' 
rations and we had to come back 
through the town and march west 
over rocks and through streams up 
to our knees, and after four miles of 
this kind of work we were given a 
half hour for dinner, and then on the 
move for three miles more, the last 
mile right up the mountains side sin- 
gle 
file and 
had just stopped for a 


brief halt to get nur wind, and while 
there we cauld see the Spaniards, 
when 
Emmett McKcown, who 


orderly at brigade headquarters, came 
up the mountain side and said that

"News received of late from differ- 


ent sources indicate that these differ- 
ences exist and will almost inevitably 
terminate in a rupture. 


"For instance, the Spanish officers 


who recently arrived from Manzanillo 
assert that the rebels and Americans 
there used to fire at each other daily 
from their respective camps. 


"Spam's hatred toward her common 


enemies was for a long time of equal 
grade. 
The different methods, how- 


ever, employed by the Americans, has 
naturally had the result 
of 
making 


Spain's hostility less 
towards 
them 


than towards the Cuban rebels. 


"The Americans ought indeed to be 


ashamed of their allies, for they come 
to Cuba ostensibly to aid the oppressed 
and to secure justice." 


La Chauja, discussing the duty of 


the 
Madrid 
government, stated 
its 


view in this wise: 


"Spain's 
sovereignty has not been 


represented in Cuba by her land and 
soa. forces only. It has been represent- 
ed also 5y other factors and interests, 
which are really the ones from which 
she has derived her strength and to 
wnich her attention has been primar- 
ily directed. 
The first obligation on 


her treating for peace is to protect the 
great wealth of those Spaniards and 
pro-Spanish natives in Cuba who have 
been the real 
element o£ resistance 


against everything contrary to the In- 
tegrity of Spanish territory. 


"The honor of the country must of 


course be saved. 
There are also tnc 


concerns of those, now representing 
at least SO per cent of Cuba's wealth, 
who, 
through all the changing events, 


have continued loyal to Spain and still 
continue lojal. 


"Spain's government must bear in 


mind that none of the Spanish colo- 
nies have 
a 
Spanish population as 


large as Cuba, or so many natives who 
have been faithful to Spain. In the 
Spanish colonies of former days—those 
that are now republics and that were 
necessarily nbandoned by her because 
of the efforts of the foreigner to con- 
quer the peninsula itself—there 
was 


nothing Spanish, either in numbers or 
in wealth, to compare writh what 5s 
Spanish 
in 
numbers and wealth in 


Cuba today. 


"Therefore it follows that the gov- 


ernment, in feeling about for a solu- 
tion of the present problem, ought to 
try to abide by a .course that would 
save as far "s possible the great inter- 
ests created in Quba by the Spanish 
family."
